City Streets To Benefit 


From Collier 


Bill-Manley 


Upland city streets and highways stand to benefit if the 
$2,800,000,000 Collier super-highway bill passes the legislature. 
R. G. Manley, Upland city manager. declared today upon his 
return from a meeting of the board of directors, League of Cali- 


fornia Cities, in Sacramento. 

Declaring that the league di- 
rectors passed a resclution sup- 
porting the Collier bill, Mr. Man- 
ley said that under its provisions 
Upland would get5g of a cent in- 
stead of 4 as it does now and at 
the same time be relieved of 
maintaining state highways like 
Foothill boulevard, Nineteenth 
street, all of Euclid from the 
south city limits to Nineteenth 
and part of Mountain avenue. At 
the present time, Upland must 
maintain these streets and its 
quarter cent appropriation just 
about covers it. 

“The league feels the bill should 
be passed even though it will mean 
an increase in gas prices and au- 
tomobile license .fees,’ Mr, Man- 
ley said. “It would more than 
make up for it in better highways 
and freeways and in the long run 
save on mileage for each indi- 
vidual car owner. 

, If the Collier bill passes, Mr. 
‘Manley went on, it will mean that 
all of the state appropriation 
from gasoline taxes would be used

for city streets and highways and 
any work on state highways in- 
side the city would either be done 
by the state itself or an extra 
allowance (probably 4 cents ad- 
ditional) would be made if Up- 
land had to maintain them as it 
does now. 


Among the more than 600 bills 
affecting California cities which 
were considered by the league di- 
rectors. were those on _ health, 
taxes, housing, liquor control and 
better assessments of cities, 

The liquor bill provides for set- 
ting up a separate board for the 
enforcement of liquor laws, which 
are now being handled by the 
board of equalization. 

Also endorsed were bills which 
make retroactive the providing of 
fire escapes, sprinkling systems 
and other fire préventive equip- 
,ment in hotels and apartments 
and a uniform system of assess- 
ments which would be supervised 
by the state.
